President Samuel Plantz presented 


the baccalaureate address before the 
graduating class of Lawrence college 
at Lawrence 
Memorial chapel last 


night. 
A musical program preceded 


the address. Miss Doris Brenner op- 
ening the program with an organ pre- 
lude. A vocal solo by Mrs. J. T. Quin. 
Ian followed, after -which Mrs. Quin- 
lan and Cart J. Waterman gave a 
duet. "Love Divine," by Stainer. 


In opening 
his address. President 


Plantz 
spoke of the forr years of 


preparation for life which the mem- 
bers of the graduating class are just 
completing. He likened the four years 
to the preparation which the musician 
makes when he tests his instrument 
and prepares it before playing his 
selection: he compared them to the 
time which the astronomer expands 
on his instrument before he attempts 
to use it: he compared them with-the 
preparation the farmer makes before 
be plants his seeds in the soil. With 
these analogies, he showed the im- 
portance of preparation, the import- 
ance of laying a good foundation. 


"But 
the laying of the foundation is 


not the most essential thing," Presi- 
dent Plantz said. "It is not so import- 
ant as to what sort of a foundation 
you have laid in the four years of 
your college. life, but what sort of 
superstructure are you going to' build 
upon it? The foundation of a build- 
ing is not the thing of beauty, but the 
building itself." 


As maxims for building the sunej- 


Btnicture. President Plantz gave three 
principles which he asked that gradu- 
ates use as their guides in the life be- 
fore 'hem. 
"Continue your intellec-. 


tu»1 develooment," wa,s the first one. 


"You redncation is not completed 


with receipt of your diploma. That is 
but the first chapter in your life, the 
mere beginning. 
Do 
not conclude 


your studies with commencement day. 
Those four years of college life are 
not sufficient for the forty or more re- 
maining years." 


WhHe on this subject. Dr. Plantz 


made a strine plea against the com- 
mon superficiality of the modern day. 
He pleaded for the larger intellectual 
development, so rare today, and show- 
ed the need of the world for intellec- 
tual leaders. 


His second maxim was: "live an al- 


truistic life." He said that never be- 
fore was it more necessary that the 
educated man 
be the server. 
He 


showed instances from history of edu- 
cated men who had contributed to the 
•welfare of their country and their fel- 
lowmen, a duty which* he laid upon 
the graduating class. 


"Finally," he said, "develop a re- 


ligious life. The foundations of soci- 
ety 
rest upon 
morality. 
Morality 


cannot grow out of intellectual cul- 
ture alone; it cannot be developed 
apart from religion. 


"The United States must be relig- 


ious If it would be free. 
Despotism 


may govern without religion, but lib- 
erty cannot. As the political 'lines re- 
lax, the religious lines must strength- 
en in order to hold society secure." 


His final words to the graduates 


were a benediction. He said that the 
best in life would not come to them 
through the simple pursuit of'an am- 
bition. 
Their real influence and sue- 
cess depended on what they are.

!!<• is so little 


known and has had such a small part in 
party strife that In- ought at least lo ex- 
ert a hurmoni/.ing ell'ect and U nd to pla- 
cate the factional inten-sts which have 
been lighting for control. Moreover, he 
has a clean record and fairly good abili- 
ty, which is not to br underrated because 
he has never really distinguished him- 
self in national atVairs. His elevation to 
the presidency 
might 
and 
doubtless 


would develop qualities which have not 
had the opportunity to assert themselves. 
However, there is no need to speculate 
upon such contingencies. If he is elected 
all that can be said is that it will rest with 
him to demonstrate to the nation his ca- 
pacity for the presidency. 


Senator Harding is regarded as "safe 


and sane" by the interests which keep 
a jealous 
eye upon prospective oc- 


cupants 
of 
the 
White 
House. 
The 


nominee is not noted for aggressiveness. 
He is neither progressive nor leaction- 
ary, a sort of middle-reader. lie is not 
known for his views or acts upon any 
great issues, which, has its advantages as 
well as disadvantages. To what extent 
a man of this character would fight for - 
an ideal as against political expediency 
is debatable. 
Mr. Harding's record is 


just the ordinary record of a United 
Slates senator. There is nothing unusual 
about il. it might as well be the record of 
any one of a score of senators. 


Although we shall be told that Senator 


Harding was the "free and spontaneous" 
choice of the Hcpuhlic.an convention, the 
fact remains that he is the machine se- 
lection. 
When JJoise Penrose let il be 


known thai the mantle of his approval 
had been vouchsafed the Ohio senator it 
•was all over, for il was an old guard con- 
vention that knew how to take orders. 
And this is the same Penrose whom The- 
odore iioosevelt denounced nearly ten 
years ago as an undesirable political citi- 
zen, a machinist ami reactionary unlit to 
sit in the counsels of the parly. Not much 
advance since then il would seem. 
In 


reality Mr. Harding's nomination lakes 
us back further than this, for he is the 
type of candidate and the convention the 
type of convention that made an epoch ol 
Mark Hanna's time, the good old days 
when reformers were kept in their place. 


Were Senator Harding of the assertive 


type, like Hoover or Johnson, he could 
have made himself by a single act a great 
national ligtire today, a real leader, in- 
stead of simply a nominee. 
What a 


master stroke it would have been for 
him to go b'Tore the convention after il 
nominated him and demand that il re- 
verse its stultifying course touching peace 
and the league of nations, and take a 
courageous, definite, square-toed, slates- 
manly stand on these tremendous ques- 
tions How the people from one end of the 
country to the other would ha\e ap- 
plauded such independence and leader- 
ship. To have done this would be mere- 
ly squaring his candidacy with his rec- 
ord as senator \\ln-ti lie approved :ind 
voted for the league ol nations with the 
Lodge reservations. 
It would have le 


lieved him from the necessity of accept-

league of nations, which would let civil) 
/.a I ion lake nothing from its victory over 
autocracy for its security and benefit. 


The temper of the country today indi- 


cates the election of Harding and C.oo- 
lidge. 
For many months it has desired 


and as conditions now stand il wants a 
change. I'ut one can never tell. Strange 
tilings may happen. As Ismlor Solomon 
would say, consider the herring: it goes 
to sleep in the middle of the ocean and 
wakes up in a frying pan. 
There is no 


reliable barometer in American politics. 
The people are tickle. What they want 
today, they don't want tomorrow. Chang- 
es come over night. 
Anything is liable 


to happen in a campaign. Mr. lla 
and UK- old guard may with propriety 
felicitate themselves and each oilier, hut 
they should not altogether forget tin- her- 
ring. There are elements in this elee- 
lion charged with possibilities quite as 
dangerous as a frying pan.

There is no He- 
publican party in Wisconsin.

La Follette party. This party has far less 
in common with the national Republican 
party than the latter has with the Demo- 
cratic party. Everything the La Follette 
party does is rejected by the Republican 
parly. 
Their views and measures are 


hopelessly irreconcilable. 


Theoretically Wisconsin Republicans 


have no right to vote for Harding and 
Coolidge. Their representatives in the 
Chicago convention—the men they elect- 
ed to go there to express their will and 
their views—repudiated the convention 
ticket. After Harding had been nomin- 
ated a motion to make the nomination 
unanimous was opposed by 24 La 
Fol- 


lette delegates from this state, who there- 
by recorded themselves as refusing to ac- 
cept the party's standard bearer. 


The Wisconsin delegation also refused 


to accept Senator Lenroot for the vice- 
presidency. When he was nominated it 
cast its vote against him and for Gronna. 
Its attitude toward both the presidential 
and vice-presidential nominees was that 
of uncompromising hostility. It was at 
complete variance with the convention. 
Every time Wisconsin spoke its voice 
was greeted with hisses and "throw them 
out." 
It was openly laughed at and 


shamed and ostracized. 


Wisconsin had but one choice for the 


presidency—Senator La Follelte. a man 
whose name throughout the crucial 
con- 


flict with (Iermany was anathema to the 
American people. To the very end of the 
balloting il cast 24 voles for a presiden- 
tial candidate who is known the length 
and breadth of the nation for alleged dis- 
loyalty in time of war.

Follelle or nothing, thereby approving 
all his acts and speeches during the war 
and repudiating the loyal record of the 
slate in support of tin- war.

parly in this stale is bound by il. It sent 
lo Chicago as its representatives men 
previously committed to exactly such a 
course.

hands of Mr. La Follelte. There can be 
bul one logical result, a bolt of the Re- 
publican ticket, for then- is no longer a 
Republican parlv in Wisconsin.

Follelle parly, whatever that may mean. 
The La Follelle party should consolidate 
with the Socialists and run La Follelte 
for president.

the ]>eriods of exposure ii> perhaps five minutes 
three times a day at HIM. and gradually increase 
each sunbath five miniitt* each succeeding day. 
This will prevent disagroMule sunburn and bring 
about gradual tanning. 
I' i* the system adopted 


in institutions such as that at Perrysburg. X. Y.. 
where tuberculosis of various parts of the body 
is treatd successfully by exposure of the body to 
the sun. Those who like to aetjuire a deep coat 
of tan on vacation will find the system good. 
Those whose skin is pale fiom long cave-dwelling 
will find is comfortable. 


There is nothing healthful about a coat of tan 


itself. 
But there is great healthfulness >n ex- 


posure to sunlight. 
Sirilight is a natural stim- 


ulant of the blood-makin^ glands and structures 
of Uie body. 
There is sii'tierally a 10 per cent 


increase in the amount of hemoglobin and red 
corpuscles present in the blood after the first 
week of daily exposure of even a small part of 
the body to direct sunlit-Jit. 


Those with untainted skins who are necessarily 


exposed to sunlight may save discomfort 
by 


smearing the exposed face and hands with cold 
cream and powdering heavily over this; or if it 
is a case of intense exposure, applying 
heavy 


grease paint. 


Sunburn is not different from burns by fire or 


from scalding, and is to be treated in a similar 
fashion. 
A first degree burn (redness without 


blistering) requires merely some freshly prepar- 
ed cold cream or zinc oxide ointment. If blisters 
rise they should be carefully preserved, to be 
punctured with a sterile needle only in the event 
that the fluid becomes pus (matter), not while 
the fluid remains watery and clear, if possible. 
It is better to leave the simple blisters, covered 
with a layer of talcum or other powder, n layer 
of gauze or muslin, and a thick pad of cotton 
and bandage. 
If blisters are opened, th^n the 


raw surface should be covered with a spread of 
zinc oxide or boric acid ointment or any other 
soothing unguent on muslin or gauze, and padd- 
ed with cotton and bandaged. 
If oiled or waxed 


paper or oiled silk is available, it should be ap- 
plied over the spread of ointment to prevent the 
soaking of the grease through the dressing. 


Freckles usually disappear within a few weeks 


after exposure reuses. 
If they persist, they may 


be removed by various applications which peel 
the skin, though the freckles are likely to re- 
turn again and again even after such treatment. 
This ointment may be applied to the freckles 
only, not to the whole skin, each night until 
peeling occurs: 


Ammoniatert mercury 
50 grains 


Bismuth suhnitrate 
40 grains 


Lanolin 
2 drams 


Petrolatum 
5 drams 


Ammoniated mercury is oaustir and poisinous 


and should bo used sparingly.

tion of 187C assembled Juno 28 at St. 
Louis, with Henry Watterson of Ken-

Saturday night. This is an increase 
of 515,929, or 23.6 per cent, since 
1910.

With an increase of 570.3 per cent, 


Chicago in 1850 had a population of 
29.963, ranking it as twenty-fifth city. 
It passed the 100.000 mark in 1860 
with an increase of 264.6 per cent 
and ranked then as ninth. An increase 
of 173.6 per cent in 1870 brought the 
population to 298,977 a/id placed Chi- 
cago fifth. It advanced to fourth in 
1880 with 503,185, an increase of 
68.3 per cent. 


Passing the million mark in 1890, 


with an increase of 118-.6 per cent, 
Chicago succeeded 
Philadelphia as 


second largest city. This rank it has 
since held. 


Chicago passed the two 
million 


mark In 1910, but its percentage of 
increase, 28.7, was the smallest in its 
history. Its population then was 2.- 
185,283 and the increase over 1900 
was 486,708. 
Chicago's largest in- 


crease was 598,725, in the decade 
ending with 1900. 


New York City's 
population has 


been announced as 5,021.151. an in- 
crease of 854,268. Its rate of growth 
was 17.9 per cent, the smallest in its 
history.
